To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, on Monday, the fifth day of March next, punctually at 
9 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock 
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in the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon the follow- 
ing articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three years, Road 
Commissioner for three years, Assessor for three years, one mem- 
ber of the School Committee for three years, five Constables, 
one Trustee of Public Library for three years, one Park Com- 
missioner for three years, Tree Warden, and one member of the 
Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds for three years. 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, Engineers of 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year. | 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the gifts 
to the Town as contained in a letter from Miss Anna M. Ban- 
croft dated February 20, 1928, or take any action with respect 
to the foregoing. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept as gifts 
from Princess Margaret Preston Boncompagni a sum of money 
not to exceed fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars to be expended 
by the school building committee for certain work, furniture and 
equipment in connection with a memorial room in the General 
Draper High School in accordance with the conditions and stipu- 
lations contained in an offer from her dated January 10, 1928, 
and also certain portraits, pictures and other articles to be placed 
in said room, or take any other action with respect to the fore- 
going. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1929 in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1929. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
two hundred and twenty ($220) dollars toward defraying the 
expense of Memorial Day. 


Article 10. To see what disposition the Town will make 
of money refunded from the County on account of the dog 
tax, 


Article 11. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 


Article 12. To see what date, if any, not later than October 
15th, the Town will fix, upon which taxes shall be payable. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up 
attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said Town, 
seven days at least before the time set for said meeting.

I, Margaret Preston Boncompagni, hereby give to the Town 
of Hopedale a sum of money equal to the expense of finishing 
the ceiling, walls and floor of a memorial room in the General 
Draper High School, now in process of construction in the Town 
of Hopedale, Massachusetts, this especial finishing of the room 
to be done in accordance with sketches, drawings and specifica- 
tions to be furnished by Mr. C. R. Whitcher, architect, of Man- 
chester, N. H., based upon sketches which have been submitted 
to me by Mr. Whitcher and approved by me. This sum also 
provides certain furniture and equipment to be specified and ap- 
proved by Mr. Whitcher, in accordance with our understanding. 
This gift of money to the Town of Hopedale is outright and 
without restrictions, except that the money is to be accepted by 
the Town for use as hereby indicated by me. 

It is my wish, however, that the duty of finishing, furnish- 
ing and equipping the room shall be performed by the building 
committee now authorized by the Town to construct and equip 
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the General Draper High School building, and in conjunction 
with such equipping and building. 

The amount of money covered by this gift is to be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Town of Hopdale in monthly installments 
of the amount stated in a certificate to be furnished by the archi- 
tect each month to me, or to my representative, stating the 
amount of materials and labor involved in this special matter 
during the preceeding month. It is understood however that 
the aggregate of these installment payments to be made by me 
shall not exceed the expense of the materials and labor required 
for this special purpose, nor in any event exceed a total sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars. 

In addition to all of the above I give to the Town of Hope- 
dale, Massachusetts certain framed portraits, pictures and other 
articles to be hung or placed in this memorial room, but these 
articles are not to be considered a part of the donation mentioned 
above, but are in addition thereto and independent thereof. 

The above gifts, or any value proceeding therefrom, are to 
be the property of the Town of Hopedale, and are to be ac- 
cepted by the Town of Hopedale without any consideration be- 
ing required for them.

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Parents and others are required to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which, they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2, Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
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from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. The report required to be made 
by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. [he city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in — 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

Given at 8.00 A. M. closes the Kindergarten and grades one, 
two and three for the forenoon. 

Given at 12.15 P. M. closes the Kindergarten and grades one, 
two and three for the afternoon. 

Given at 12.30 P. M. closes all the grades below the High 
School for the afternoon. 

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance rquire that: 


Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he 
is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of 
age, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school 
all the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has 
received an employment certificate and is regularly employed 
according to law for at least six hours a day. All minors under 
sixteen working in towns or cities which maintain Continuation 
Schools, must attend the Continuation Schools as prescribed by 
law. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 


If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to 
the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age 
on or before October 1, 1929). 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 fol- 
lowing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For 
a child to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be 
five years of age on or before October 1, 1929). 

No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 


We urge that all children enter the Kindergarten as this is 
the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, num- 
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ber work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first grade 
without having attended the Kindergarten is thus handicapped 
by not having the advantages of the beginning work given in 
the Kindergarten. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a con- 
tagious disease is not to return to school until such pupil secures 
a certificate signed by the School Physician, or by a regular 
Physician as approved by the School Physician. These medical 
certificates should be brought to the Superintendent’s office 
where a return-to-school permit will be granted to be presented 
to the teacher. If parents or pupils have any question about how 
to secure this permit, the pupil may take the physician’s certifi- 
cate to the teacher who will give instructions of how to secure 
the return-to-school permit. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


During the past year the schools have gone on in the usual 
manner. There have been no marked changes or developments ex- 
cept the occupation of the General Draper High School building. 
This was described in last year’s report and is considered in an- 
other part of this report. 


The School Directory shows one change in teachers in the 
Chapel Street building and a change in Music Supervisor. 


The commendation of the fine buildings, the efficient teach- 
ers, the inspiring pupils, and the helpful School Committee and 
parents, which has been given in previous reports is equally de- 
served this year. Thus it seems needless to repeat in this report 
a detailed account of the school work and plans. 


The aim of this report is to bring forward some questions 
which we believe are worthy of our consideration. 


One question which is just coming up above the horizon and 
will soon loom in full light is: Are we carrying this business of 
Education too far? Are we approaching the saturation point? 
The writer feels that the cost of education is not of so much con- 
cern to this great wealthy nation as is the results of Education. 


If education causes the student to delve so far into the depth 
of philosophic mysticism that he becomes skeptical and loses 
faith in God and in humanity, then education goes too far. If 
education becomes so scientific that it leads the victim so far from 
real life that he is unconscious of the purpose of living, and is 
unsympathetic of human needs, then education has done too 
much. 

May it not be possible that our people have so much educa- 
tion or have been so much schooled, even in the good and practic- 
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al, that they have become surfeited and have turned to jazz for 
repens, 

Perhaps many of us, even the children, have become sur- 
feited with knowledge and information, and surfeited with the 
abundance of books, papers, pictures, and canned and wireless 
music. 

Much more attention has been given to developing the ma- 
terial than the other phases of life. Our industries and social 
life may have become so mechanical and so organized that the 
active world will have no need for the highly educated? A prom- 
inent professor in one of our universities said that in a short time 
our industries will be so machined that there will be nothing for 
a considerable portion of our highly educated people to do. Em- 
ployers will not want them. They will prefer the less brilliant 
who are better adapted to work with the machines, but a great 
republic like America cannot prosper if its most highly educated 
subjects can play no part in the game of material progress. 

It would be a serious mistake to drift back into the condi- 
tion of former times, when the educated were the idle class of 
people. 

Education and work have brought happiness. Education 
without work will bring discontent and misery. 

Education greatly increases man’s desire to possess material 
things and other advantages. If his desires lead man beyond 
his ability to rightly possess; then he cannot be truly happy. The 
simple life of earlier days with few possessions may have brought 
greater contentment. 

In years past society has been troubled with the pick pocket, 
the burglar and the disturbers of the peace. ‘These criminals 
were usually the down-and-out uneducated individuals from the 
degraded strata of life. 

Today the criminals are a highly organized gang, using skill 
and modern advantages. These criminals are educated. ‘They 
ply their trade in a scientific manner, and use the wiles of bril- 
liant intellects. 
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When education makes it possible to turn to the destruction 
of man the scientific inventions intended for his mercy and bene- 
fit, then educaction is crime and has gone too far. 


Does this discussion and instances cited prove that educa- 
tion will necessarily reach a point when it becomes more injuri- 
ous than beneficial? Not at all! It is rather that education 
has at times gone off on tangents far from the straight course 
to true success and happiness. 


Evidently we must change our underlying motive for edu- 
cation from that of the selfish individual interest to the aim of 
service for humanity and the development of the beautiful. 


There is much pertaining to the welfare of society which is 
not well learned yet. Training for appreciation of organized 
government, for promotion of health and safety, and instilling 
high ideals of living is much needed. 


In education there has been a lack of appreciation of rela- 
tive values. Too much has been done in some lines and not 
enough in others, and the kind of education has often been 
faulty. Some subjects, and types of education which are.of little 
value have been emphasized to the neglect of the more useful. 
Often the spirit back of the instruction has been weak and 
character in the instructors lacking. 


Though the idea possesses something of faddism, the present 
day so called extra curricula activities, provide much worth while 
instruction. 


Space forbids further discussion of this topic, but carried 
on in a logical manner, the conclusion must be that the difficulty 
is not so much in the amount of education as in that at times 

it has been pursued in wrong lines and prompted by wrong 
"motives. 


Every successful industry frequently makes a survey of its 
product and method of procedure. The managers feel the neces- 
sity of examining their product to see if it will stand the test of 
progress and use with economy in operation. It is well to take 
account of stock once in a while. 
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While the products of education are much more difficult to 
test and measure than material products, in view of the facts and 
conditions discussed above there ought to be some unbiased check 
up on the results obtained in the country’s greatest industry— 
Education. 

From time to time there should be a survey of school sys- 
tems, and the time is at hand when the question should receive 
careful consideration. 

I do not advise one of those elaborate surveys by highly 
salaried theortical experts from outside, but rather one to be 
made by a small well selected group of persons with local inter- 
est and some additional assistance from outside to help make the 
procedure unprejudiced. 


There should be three main lines of investigation. 


1. A study of the purposes and goals. 


2. A study of the methods of operation, including 
equipment and personnel. 


3. An estimate of the results. 


A careful decision should be made of what are the proper 
aims and goals. In this study some such questions as these arise: 
Should our schools aim and strive to make expert spellers, beauti- 
ful penmen, accurate accountants and skilled musicians? ‘The 
world can use and must have some of these experts, but it has a 
much greater need for broadly educated sympathetic loyal citi- 
zens. 

Any successful organized system must be a harmonious co- 
ordination of all its parts. If a system is composed of several 
independent working departments without any uniform directing 
influence, it cannot bring out a well formed product economically 
made. Co-operation is essential for successful operation. 


In such an institution as a school system there is liable to 
be a lack of appreciation of relative values. A less important 
subject may receive more attention than a more important one, 
and of two equally valuable subjects one may receive more at- 
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tention than the other. This conditioon is bound to obtain when 
each department works independently of the others. ‘The special- 
ist, unmindful of other values, is sure to consider that his sub- 
ject should have the most time and attention. 


A careful survey of a school system might help to solve 
many of the present day problems, a few of which are suggested 
in the following: 


At what age can children profitably enter school? Is the 
typical Kindergarten worth the cost? Should the public school 
be an institution for thorough rapid learning or a place for car- 
ing for children? Can tax funds be justly paid for the latter? 
We feel that Hopedale’s school for the entering year is operating 
upon the right psychological basis. 


How can we eradicate that fixed notion that a year in school 
must mean one grade for promotion, and that it is a great dis- 
grace for one pupil to advance more slowly than the others? 
Parents and others fail to realize that the growth of some minds 
like the growth of some bodies is slower than that of others. In 
Hopedale we are trying to have pupils work in ability groups 
which does much toward helping pupils advance at the right 
pace. 

Since the term Junior High School is being applied to cer- 
tain schools in nearly all towns and cities about the country, the 
question arises what is a Junior High School? Under what con- 
dition should it be introduced in a town or city? 


Do our pupils enter the four year High School too young? 
Should they be kept longer in the Elementary grades? Should 
the High School have a fixed standard for the pupils who may 
be admitted? Should the High School be kept as an institution 
only for the higher education of the more talented, or should it 
provide such instruction as will meet the needs of practically 
all youth? 

Why do so many of our High School pupils leave during or 
after the first or second year? Why do so few prepare for and 
enter college. Can and should a public High School Commercial 
Course fit pupils for office positions? 
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Has there been a careful consideration of the relative value 
of the subjects that are taught and that should be taught in the 
High School? Should the enrollment of our High Schools con- 
tinue to increase? 


On account of the larger number of pupils remaining in 
school in recent years, and for other reasons, is the scholastic 
ability of pupils as a whole becoming less? If so, what is being 
done to meet this condition? Are our schools trying to teach 
too large a variety of subjects so that none can be properly 
mastered? Should the length of the school day in our Grammar 
Schools be lengthened to the time of Junior High Schools? 


Considering the rapid changes in the times and in the 
methods of education, should a definite detailed Course of Study 
in each subject be provided the schools? How should these 
courses be prepared? Should the length of the school year in the 
grades be increased ? 


Are our text books those best fitted to the pupils’ needs? 
Have the selections been made wisely? Have we sufficient maps 
and other supplies? Considering the advance in knowledge, how 
often should a text book in a subject be changed? In view of 
sanitary and other conditions, and as it has to pass from one 
pupil to another, how long should a text book be used? 


What type of teacher is the most effective for citizenship? 
There are several types of teachers that might be considered. 


Should there be a regular graded salary schedule for teach- 
ers? Why should not the more efficient teachers receive a larger 
salary than those less efficient? How could such a plan be 
operated? 


Would it be a benefit to the schools if the school authorities 
should require each teacher to attend a summer school once in a 
few years? What financial assistance should be given in meeting 
this requirement? Would it be wise to grant school employees a 
certain length of absence on account of sickness without loss of 
pay? Are our schools giving sufficient attention to physical train- 
ing? 
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How often should teachers’ meetings be held and of what 
nature should the programs be? 

Considering the large economic loss, under what weather 
conditions should schools be closed? Since most High School 
pupils wili soon be holding positions or jobs that require regular 
attendance to duty, should not the High School be in session 
every school day except in extreme weather? 

The legal ruling is that the amount paid for transportation 
to and from school is not a part of the Cost of Education. What 
expenditures is the Committee justified in making for transporta- 
tion of school children? Evidently they cannot grant all that 
parents might wish. 

Many more school questions or problems might be suggested. 
The superintendent’s reports have several times stated that Hope- 
dale has excellent well kept buildings, large equipment, capable 
teachers, and promising children thus making good schools. 

The intent of this report is not to suggest unfavorable 
criticism, but rather to urge the advantage of a careful consid- 
eration of the validity of the aims and plans of operation of our 
schools. ‘To retrospect and to foresee is essential. 

Decisions for plans and methods of work are frequently 
made from a subjective view point. That is they are quite apt 
to be prompted by personal opinions of individuals in charge of 
the particular operations. A proper thorough survey would give 
enlightenment on what ought to be done, and, we trust, would 
justify much of what is being done. 

When we come to consider the lasting influence of the train- 
ing given our growing citizens, we must be impressed with the 
importance and seriousness of this business of training children 
and youth. 

Education in our public common schools rightly directed 
cannot be carried too far, and when funds are rightly expended 
these schools cannot cost too much. The worth of well trained 
human beings cannot be measured in terms of dollars. 

Though they point in the right direction, excellent build- 
ings, ample equipment, well behaved and bright children, and 
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even trained and capable teachers are not necessarily guarantees 
of successful schools. For making the best schools even more 
than these is needed. 

The public exhibitions given by the schools have shown high 
efficiency in those particular lines and indicate that general learn- 
ing is being gained. 

The graduation, the prize speaking contest, and the plays 
given by the High School; the rhetoricals held in the Dutcher 
Street school hall, the Grammar school graduation; the physical 
activities demonstration in the park; and the Christmas concert 
given in the Community House, all showed much training and 
ability, and were pleasing entertainments for those attending. 


With the masterly inspiring address the last High School 
graduation was one of the best, and the Christmas concert de- 
serves special mention. ‘The excellence in tone, tempo and ex- 
pression of the children’s singing, embellished with the attrac- 
tive costuming made a delightful and impressive entertainment. 
The success of this concert was due to the skill and earnest ef- 
forts of the instructor and director, Mrs. Burns, with the assist- 
ance of the teachers and children who did faithful work in 
preparation. The High School Magazine, the Blue Flame is a 
credit to the school. 

The school work has had but little interruption on account 
of sickness this past year. The conditions of health and disease 
have been well looked after by the school physician and nurse. 

The School Nurse reports that the medical examination 
showed the following: 


170 pupils with diseased tonsils and adenoids. 
178 pupils with diseased teeth. 


Instruction in Health, Safety First and appreciation of gov- 
ernment is needed in these times. 

It is the every day work of “Line upon line, precept upon 
precept” by teachers, pupils and the rest, that brings lasting re- 
sults. This valuable work is not spectacular and seldom receives 
praise. 
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The special show events are pleasing and are a means for 
inspiration, but it is the daily grind of the wheels of operation 
that makes real progress. 


Though praise of all who are doing this effective work can- 
not be given publicly we trust that the people of the town un- 
derstand that it is deserved. 


There is one small group of school workers upon whom the 
comfort of all schools depends and whose faithful work deserves 
much commendation. ‘This group is our school janitors. 


We are glad to have the privilege of expressing publicly 
our appreciation of the splendid service of all our janitors in 
keeping Hopedale’s attractive buildings so neat and comfortable. 


This report gives an opportunity to attempt to express, 
though feebly, a deserved eulogy in memory of our Former High 
School janitor, Mr. Warren F. Gaskill, who was a school janitor 
continuously for twenty-two years. 


Mr. Gaskill could always be trusted to look after everything. 
The neatness and care of the building, and the comfort of teach- 
ers and pupils were his continual interest. His work in the build- 
ing was his life. The superintendent frequently noted that 
whenever he happened to go to the building, in the day time, 
early morning or late in the evening, he always found Mr. Gaskill 
there. Mr. Gaskill was on duty the year around, and he finally 
fell in the service, as he kept up his work until within a few days 
of his death. Mr. Gaskill was loved and esteemed by all from 
the School Committee to the pupils. 


The many who love their Alma Mater never will recall the 
dear red school house on the knoll without thinking of Warren 
F. Gaskill. 

The conveniences of the new building are much enjoyed by 
the High School. A detailed report of the school is given by the 
principal. 

The same type of work as in previous years has been done 
in the special subjects of music, freehand drawing, sewing, cook- 
ing, manual training and mechanical drawing.

It would be a great benefit to hold an evening session of the 
schools next May, thus giving parents an opportunity to see the 
school work. 


We acknowledge with pleasure the generous Christmas gift 
by Mrs. B. H. Bristow Draper to the school children. 


We appreciate the General Draper High School building 
erected by the town, and are grateful to Princess Margaret Bon- 
compagni for the gift of the site and the beautiful Memorial 
Room in the building. 


The writer is glad again to express appreciation of the 
courtesy and excellent spirit of the school children, the faithful- 
ness of all the school workers, and the support and help given the 
schools by the people and School Committee. 


Considering the increasing complexity of life and the grow- 
ing social problems such as unemployment, leisure time and in- 
difference to law and government with their attendant dangers, 
it behooves all towns and cities to give the best educational 
training to the children and youth in the interests of citizenship 
and human welfare.

HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 


Mr. Carrot, H. Drown, 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS :— 


Since issuing the last report a new era has dawned in the 
life of our high school. To be sure the majority of statements 
contained herein had their being in the old building, which for 
many of us holds sacred traditions, but enough of a headway 
has been made in our new home to warrant the opening state- 
ment. We would indeed be ungrateful and wunappreciative 
should we fail to express our joy and contentment in our new 
surroundings. ‘The beautiful building with its fine classrooms 
and adequately equipped laboratories, offers to the young people 
of Hopedale splendid opportunities. Professor Z. W. Coombs 
of Worcester Polytechnic Institute thus expressed his feelings: 
“Certainly with your fine new equipment you should be able 
to do even better work than in former years. I enjoyed my in- 
spection of the building and congratulate you and the town on 
its possession.” Those of us intimately connected with this insti- 
tution heartily agree with the professor. 


The year just closed saw the passing of Mr. Warren F. 
Gaskill, a man who was a most important part of our high school 
life. Very keenly do we miss him. His dry humor and keen 
logic cheered us. Never was there an individual more faithful to 
his trust. To many generations of high school pupils he was in- 
timately known and admired. His place can never be filled. 


Although it is often difficult to gauge directly the actual 
results of school work, yet we hold that training for real life is 
a basic need. We strive to give each pupil a proper start in 
order that he may take his place in his community a little better 
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prepared to live among his fellows. To those of our graduates 
who wish to study further after leaving high school we feel that 
this institution is presenting the fundamentals. In this connec- 
tion it is gratifying to make note of the following recently re- 
ceived from the chairman of admissions of Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute: “I take pleasure in informing you that our commit- 
tee on certification of preparatory schools has voted to renew 
the privilege of your school for three years.” This is the long- 
est period of time granted to any school by that institute. We 
feel that this results from work of a high standard. 


It should be gratifying to note that several members of the 
last graduating class are continuing their education in other 
schools and colleges. We find them in the Framingham Normal 
School, Northeastern University, Posse Nissen School of Physical 
Education, Massachusetts General Hospital, Bryant & Stratton 
Business College, and Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 


The annual bronze medal, presented on Lincoln’s birthday 
to that member of the senior class who has written the best essay 
on the great Civil War president, was awarded to George F. 
Parker, Jr. The Illinois Watch Company is the yearly donor. 


With the coming of graduation it was announced that our 
pupils had gained a fair share of the awards from the Delano 
Patrick peace essays. In the past year each prize was increased 
by five dollars. To George F. Parker, Jr., went the second prize 
of twenty dollars, and the third best essay brought Clayton A. 
Stevens fifteen dollars. 


Albert B. Glenn was the winner of the handsome Washing- 
ton and Franklin medal awarded annually to that member of 
the senior class who has done the best work in the study of 
American History and Civil Government. 


From an athletic standpoint we feel that the school has main- 
tained the proud record of the past few years. Close attention 
to details, whole-hearted cooperation of team members, fairness 
to the opposition, and absolute loyalty are the basic principals 
upon which we endeavor to build our teams. We hope these 
may be carried into life. During the winter the hockey team 
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played out a schedule of five games, winning all. In the annual 
Tri-County league track meet held in Hopedale the boys’ team 
lost first place by the margin of one point, but the girls won 
first position in their section. The cross-country team, in com- 
petition with four other teams over the local course, was declared 
the winner. During the past fall this same team easily won the 
two meets held. 


We believe special mention should be made of our baseball 
team for its fine record. On account of poor weather in the 
spring we played only ten games but won nine. The outstanding 
contest was with the strong Millis team, resulting in a victory 
for Hopedale in a fast sixteen inning game by the score of 4 
to 3. In the last three years the team has won thirty-three of 
the thirty-four games played. 


Class parties brought happily together the pupils and faculty 
and attracted many alumni. We are more than glad to have them 
with us on these occasions. The annual plays and the trip to 
Washington offered to the participants and the school opportuni- 
ties both social and educational. 


We are always pleased to receive visits from parents and 
others interested in the welfare of the school, and now that we 
are located in our more central and beautiful building, we urge 
our friends to call on us.

State certificates were given to 142 boys and girls from 
the third through the eighth grades who read and reported on 
1547 books during the summer months. Forty-six were honor, 
and 271 were five-book certificates. Miss Anna M. Bancroft 
presented two books to the boy and girl most proficient in the 
reading. Helen Creamer received the book for the girls and 
was given a copy of the, “Burgess Bird Book for Children,” 
and James Wallace received a finely illustrated copy of, 
‘Treasure Island.”

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The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library present 
herewith the various reports of the Library for the year ended 
December 31, 1928. These reports show in detail the various 
activities of the Library and are self-explanatory with but one 
exception and that is the balance carried over to next year’s 
account. 

The Library account was credited this year with a consid- 
erable amount of deferred interest on Chicago, Milwaukee, pe 
Paul and Pacific R. R. Bonds, in addition to the special dona- 
tion of $500.00 of Miss Anna M. Bancroft, which amount was 
to be added to the J. B. and Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund and to 
be spent during the year of 1928. These excess receipts from 
Funds will not occur again and will be used to help out the in- 
come from the Funds for the coming year. 


While there has been a considerable increase in the cir- | 


culation of the Library, it is notable that of a total of 14,403 
adult books that the adult circulation was 28,066, or approxi- 
mately each book circulated twice. With the Juvenile books of 
only 1873, there was a circulation. of 15,648, or a circulation 
equal to each book circulated eight times. In fact the entire 
increase in attendance at the Library has been confined to the 
Children’s Library, and the Trustees have recognized this fact in 
adding a larger proportion of new books to this Department than 
ever before. 

The Trustees respectfully seek for a continuance of the 
hearty cooperation and assistance of the Townspeople, Librarian 
and his assistants, in making this Library one of real service to 
the Townspeople, and feel that this can be accomplished in no 
better way than for the Townspeople to really feel and under- 
stand that this is their Library and that the Trustees and officers 
of the Library will appreciate their suggestions or criticisms 
which will tend to make this Town Department more useful 
in this Community.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The end of the year 1928 marks the closing of an extremely 
crowded year for the library. Although the activities that de- 
mand one’s time and attention are more numerous than ever be- 
fore, still the people of Hopedale have found time to read, and 
-more books than ever before recorded have been borrowed from 
the library. The statistics appended to this report will give in 
detail the use and growth of the library. 


CIRCULATION. 


The circulation for the year shows an increase of 3,044 
volumes over 1927 and a gain of 12,804 volumes or 31.5% over 
a four year period. The population of Hopedale is 3,032, a 
little less than last year and gives us a per capita circulation of 
14. We feel that these large gains in circulation cannot continue 
unless there is a decided increase in the population. However, 
it is our aim to keep the library before the public at all times and 
maintain this high per capita circulation which places our library 
among the highest of the state. 


ACCESSIONS. 


There were 428 volumes added to our book stock and the 
withdrawals were 60, making a gain of 368 for the year and a 
total of 16,276 volumes. 

_ The task of selecting so few books from the thousands pub- 
lished annually in the United States requires much time and 
thought. Many lists are checked and critical reviews are care- 
fully read. But even with these aids the librarian is sometimes 
puzzled, as one efficient reviewer will highly recommend a book 
while another will condemn the same work as a worthless book. 
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All our books of fiction are reported on by one or more readers 
and these reports filed at the library. Special books of non-fic- 
tion are given to persons efficient in subjects covered by the books 
in question, and their reports and the needs of the collection are 
duly considered before purchasing. Many requests for books are 
received during the year and these books are obtained so far as 
our funds will permit. We are always glad to receive sugges- 
tions regarding the selection of our books. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT. 


The children’s room is one of the busiest departments of 
the library, and on winter evenings the most popular place in 
the town. 

The circulation of juvenile books for the year was 15,648, 
or 36% of the total circulation. The recorded attendance was 
17,265. There were 152 volumes added to this collection, mak- 
ing a total of 1,756. 

The reading for state certificates was again carried on dur- 
ing the summer months. A chart was hung in the room with 
the names of the readers on it. When a book was reported on, 
the reader received a green star, a red star was given for every. 
five books and a gold one for every twenty books. ‘The result 
was very satisfactory as 1,547 books were read and reported on 
by 142 boys and girls, 

Good Book Week was observed from November 12 to 17. 
On November 17 a play entitled, “King of Bookland” was given 
by the certificate readers. After the play 46 honor and 271 five 
book certificates were given to those who had earned them. Miss 
Anna M. Bancroft presented two books to the boy and girl who 
were most proficient in the reading. Helen Creamer received 
the book for the girls and was given a copy of, “The Burgess 
Bird Book for Children,” and James Wallace received a finely 
illustrated copy of, ‘“Treasure Island.” 

A ballot box was placed in the room during the week and 
the boys and girls were asked to vote for their favorite book. 
“Treasure Island,” by Robert Louis Stevenson received the most 
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votes. ‘‘Arlo,” by Bertha Cobb was second and, “White Otter’ 
by Elmer Russell Gregor was third. 

There were eleven story hours conducted from January to 
April, attended by 473 boys and girls. This is a smaller number 
than previous years but the room used this year was much smaller 
than the one formerly used and the number admitted was limited. 


BRANCH LIBRARY. 


The Branch Library at South Hopedale continues to pros- 
per under the direction of Miss A. A. Caldwell, our branch 
librarian. The registration at the Branch is 71 and 4,189 books 
have been circulated on the 50 days that the library has been 
open. This is an average daily circulation of 84 and a gain of 
267 for the year. 


GENERAL. 


The usual instruction in the use of the library was given 
the seventh grade and the freshmen of the high school. 

The high school reading list has been revised. Some titles 
on last year’s list were dropped and some new ones added. In 
revising this list the librarian received much valuable assistance 
from Mrs. Frances D. Nichols, head of the English Department 
at the high school. 

The people of Hopedale responded to the appeal for books 
sent out for the Vermont libraries, which were destroyed by the 
flood, by donating 90 volumes. These were forwarded from the 
library on February 27. 

Miss Clarice E. Seagrave, drawing supervisor, has had sev- 
eral exhibits of work done by the pupils of the schools on dis- 
play in the children’s room. 

The library has again received twenty-five dollars for child- 
ren’s books from Mrs. Nathaniel D. Ayer, and Miss Anna M. 
Bancroft has given thirty volumes. 

During the Christmas holidays a tree was placed in one 
corner of the children’s room. It was trimmed with Christmas 
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ornaments and was lighted with several colored lights. Wreaths 
and other decorations were also placed in other parts of the build- 


ing. 


STAFF. 


We regret the resignation of Miss Madeleine R. Burrill, our 
Children’s Librarian who, on September 1, resigned to become 
school librarian at Somerville. Miss Burrill received much of 
her training at our library and her resignation was a great loss 
to us. Miss Zeta Snodgrass, general assistant, and who had 
spent much of her time in the Children’s Department, was ap- 
pointed assistant in charge. Miss Snodgrass attended the course 
in reference work given by the Department of Education at Wor- 
cester. Miss Ruth Meade, a Junior, and Miss Bessie Visser, a 
Senior in the high school have been appointed as part time 
assistants. 

The librarian again attended the summer session of the 
School of Library Service at Columbia University. He also at- 
tended the conference of the New England Library Clubs at 
Portland, and the meeting of the Massachusetts Library Club at 
Amherst. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the Trustees 
for their support and co-operation; to Miss Snodgrass for her 
efficient service at all times; and to the other members of the 
staff for their part in making the year so successful.
